SECOND LIGHT PLANT. 


City Will Install Machinery at 
Industrial School, 


The Board of Public . Improvements 
Friday approved plans for a municipal 
electric light and power plant in the St. 
Louis Industrial School, and bids for its 
installation will be opened Jan. 25. It 
will be the second plant to be bullt and 
operated by the city. 

When fully equipped with additional 
boilers the plant at the Industrial School 
will be employed to drive the machin- 
ery of the bakery, shoe factory, wood- 
working shop and laundry which are 
operated there. Later, Nght will be fur- 
nished for the Workhouse and several 
engine houses in South St. Louis. The 
estimated cost of the new plant is $5000. 

Two boilers of 9% horsepower, al- 


which are to be provided. These en- 
gines will have each a capacity of 40 
kilowats. They will give current for 
5b) 16-candle-power lights, in addition 
to. the power for driving the machin- 
ery. 

The first municipal plant tn St. Louis 
was that installed in the City Hall sev- 
eral years ago and which now lights 
the City Hall, the Four Courts and the 
Courthouse.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Jan. 4— 
Seven passengers in the smoking car 
on the Frisco train, St. Louis-Cape Gir- 


ardeau division, which left St. Louts 
Wednesday night,’ were seriously in- 
jured when the car overturned near 
Neelys, 20 miles north of here. throwing 
the stove upon them, 

Two of the injured were W. T. How- 
ard, conductor, St. Louis, and H. M. 
Woods, manager of a local music house. 

The track had. been weakened by 
heavy rains and the train had been held 
there for 18 hours. Late yesterday af- 
ternoon {ft Was decided to attempt to 
cross the weakened stretch. The engine 
crossed safely, but the car overturned. 

About 200 passengers were aboard the 
train and owing to the condition of the 
tracks it has not been able to reach 
them. The injured.are also aboard the 
train and it is impossible to learn how 
seriously they are hurt. 

Trains leaving here for the scene of 
the accident have returned, having been 
unable to get within nine miles of the 
wreck. No trains from St. Louis have 
reached here for 36 hours. 

Frisco officials here have made an ef- 
fort to charter a ferry boat to go to 
the scene of the trouble, which is near 
the river, and to get passengers and 
mail. The boat had been placed in win- 
ter quarters, but was fired up and is ex-

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CARTHAGE DOCTOR 
DIES FROM WOUND 


Slayer Is Rearrested, Says He 
Is Sorry He Shot 
Physician. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARTHAGE, Mo. Jan. 4.—Dr. §S. D. 
Meredith, who was shot by Arthur San- 
derson at the latter's home early Tues- 
day morning, died at 2 o’clock this 
morning. The doctor had gradually 
weakened yesterday, but rallied until & 
o’ciock, when he began sinking rapidly. 
For two hours before death came he 
writhed in agony. 

Sheriff, Barney C. Parker immediately 
re-arrested Sanderson on a charge of 
murder in the first degree. Sanderson 
and his wife were in bed when the of- 
ficer arrived. Sanderson himself opened 





the door and his first words were: 
“How is the doctor?’ 
‘He is dead,’’ replied Parker. 


‘My God, I am sorry for that,” said! 
Sande ‘rson. ‘“‘I have been hoping and 
praying that he might get well.’’ He 
was greatly affected and his voice trem- 
bled with emotion. Dressing hurriediy, 
he kissed his wife,- saying: ‘‘Good-by, 
darling, I have got to go to Jail.’”’ At 3 
o'clock he was behind the bars. 
At 5 o’clock Tuesday morning Dr. 
Meredith was summoned to Sapderson's 
home by Sanderson himself, who said, 
over the telephone, .that he Was sick. 
Dr. Meredith declared that Sanderson 
met him at the door and that as soon 
as he entsred the house struck him, 
saying that the doctor had been familiar 
with his wife and that he was going to 
kill him. 

Sanderson is said to have drawn a re- 
volver and fired three shots at Dr. Mere- 
dith, one of which struck the doctor 
just below the heart. Dr. Meredith, 
injured though he was, walked six 
blocks to his office and called a near by 
Physician, who dressed his wounds. He 
then fell unconscious. 

Every effort was made to save the 
doctor’s life and after a consultation of 
the different physicians here, a Kan- 
sas City specialist was telegraphed for. 
Dr. Meredith denied on his dying bed 
that he had been familiar with Mrs. 
He declared that he had 
- ogg exceeded the bounds of his profes- 
sion, 

Dr. Meredith was born in Allen Coun- 
ty, Ky., 37 years ago, and was married 
to Miss Mamie Sanders in 1898. He 
came to Carthage about ten years ago, 
and had built up an honorable reputa- 
tion. Two years ago he was appointed 
for the Elk’s Iwodge 


and it was in this way he became the 


family physician of Sanderson. Mrs. 
Sanderson had been ill several times 
quite recently and Dr. Meredith had

When the silence of the night school 
wus broken Wednesday night by the ap- 
pearance of 62 Poles, accompanied by 
their priesi, Rev. Father 8S.

H. J. Eggman, a meim- 
ber of the School Board, was present, 
and he called Supt. Miller. Among the 
| Poles were six women. Many of the 
'men were older than 21 years, the age 
‘limit for night-sehool pupils. 

The Illinois law compels children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 14 to attend day 
}school,: but authorizes night schools for 
pupils between the ages of 14 and 21 who 
Cannot attend day schools. Above the 
age of 21, no authority is granted the 
Bvard of Education to incur expenses 
for their education. About 12 of the 
Poles’ who applied for admission were 
under the age of 21, and the board ex- 
pects to care for them, but what to do 
with those over that age is the ques-

Gave Them Object Lesson. 

When Supt. Miller grasped the situa- 
tion he invited the newcomers to be 
Seated and gave them their first lesson. 
As none could. understand the English 
language, he began with object lessons, 
as used in the elementary grades. when 
a picture of a cat was drawn on the 
blackboard, its meaning was explained. 
A picture of a hat followed and other 
explanations along that line. 

When the pupils returned Thursday 
night, the object lesson was slightly ad- 
vanced, and the picture and merits of a 
horse were explained. This was fol- 
lowed by a few letters and figures, etc. 
When they left Thursday night they an- 
mounced that they would come again 
Friday night with increased numbers. 

As no meeting of the School Board 
wiil be held until Monday night, Mr. 
Miller, assisted by the night school 
teachers, T. J. McDonough and James 
Tellijohn, will teach all visitors who 
attend, and will attempt to prevent dis- 
Satisfaction. After that, the school will 
be regulated by the acion of the board. 
Some time ago a petition was presented 
to the School Board asking that a school 
with Polish teachers be established for 

lish residents. This petition was re- 
erred to Superintendent Miller with 
power to act. A like petition has been 
made by the Bohemian residents in the 
northern part 'of the city requesting a 
night school in that settlement. The 
delay in passing upon the petitions cul- 
minated by the 63 Poles walking into 
the night school already’ established, 
and demanding education. 

May Establish Precedent. 
Members of the School Board say that 
if schools are provided for the Poles 
and Bohemians, they will also have to 
provide for the education of the many 
Armenians, Greeks, Turks, Lithuanians 
and other nationalities residing in East 
St. Louls. As these people are nearly 
all grown, not many of the children re- 
siding here, they clamor for night 
schools. The men work in the day time, 
and say they can attend school only at 
night. As the laws require all for- 
eigners to know how to read and write 
the American language before they can 
become naturalized, they claim it is a 
duty of the Gor a Nee a

PROSPERITY AND DOG COLLARS. 

The Post-Dispatch’s latest advices on the pros- 
perity of St. Louis come via New York. They are 
indirect, but convincing. 7 

It appears that the jewels of a single New York 
society lady whose family dividends dépend on 
what St. Louis traffic will bear, are valued at $480,- 
000, and that they include a jewel-studded dog-collar 
valued at $15,000. 

St. Louis envies no one in New York society the 
ability to afford a diamond-studded dog-collar worth 
$15,000. | 

On the contrary, St. Louis is ready to supply divi- 
dends to pay for dog-collars of that kind by the 
dozep. | 
When all the restrictions that belong to bridge and 
terminal monopoly, to car famines, freight block- 
ades, discriminating rates and everything else which 
cramps business are removed; when the city is not 
only put on the railroad map, but put on it with 
full liberty to show all it can do on it, it is capable 
of making diamond-studded dog-collars mere drugs 
and commonplaces of high life in New York. 
Give St. Louis room and then take what traffio 
will bear for dog-collars and diamonds or anything 
else bearing the traffic will pay for! 
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A dodging taxpayer has just paid $15 conscience 
Who will be the next? 

A POINT OF JUSTICE. 
Under the criminal laws of Missouri as they op- 
erate at present, the man who commits a felony and 
is sentenced to the Penitentiary, need not suffer if 
he has sense enough to keep the niles and do the 
work required of him under the contract system. 
He has forfeited his liberty and his rights as a 
citizen and he is reduced to servitude by the State, 
which sells his labor to private contractors. On the 
whole, he is well treated and unless his conscience 
troubles him or he has manhood left to be tortured 
by the thought of the helplessness of his family, 
he can be as comfortable in the Penitentiary as 
many people are out of it. 
It is on the dependent family of the convict that 
the punishment of the law now falls with the most 
ruinous severity. 
The operation of the law which deprives them 
wholly of support increases the number of paupers, 
if not of criminals. Law which ought to compe! 
their support deprives them of it. 
If this manifest and crying evil is reformed, the 
worst feature of the prison contract system will be 
reformed with it. The State has no real right to 
take from a convict more of what he can earn in 
prison than is necessary to cover the expense of his 
Support in confinement. Anything he can earn above 
this under the contract system belongs in justice to 
him, and, while he is “civilly dead,” the State is 
in justice bound to administer it for his family, if 
he have one. If not, it ought to be kept as a fund 
to give him another chance in life on his release. 
If what is plain as a matter of justice and of 
public policy is wisely enacted into law, this one 
reform of system may do more for the actual 
reformation of criminals than all that could be done 
while the State is inflicting its worst punishment 
on their families. |

ORATORY. 


The movement to improve oratory 
among the members of the St. Louis 
bar is only another effort to restore the 
spark of life to a corpse. 

Oratory is dead. It has .been dead for 
so long that not all the wheezing and 
wind-heaving of the lawyers can dis- 
turb it. It has been dead for so long that 
not all the hill-bellowing of the camp 
meeting lecturer can rouse it. It has 
been dead for so long that not all the 
fog-horning of the political air-flailer 
can move a piece of its dust nor any 
bull-throated college debater puncture 
the skin of its peace. 

Oratory was never an art. Though it 
reached its greatest perfection among 
the Romans, we have Cicero's word for 
it that it was only a noise. He held up 
the poetry of Archias as something to 
“rest our ears from the noise of the 
Forum.” It survived on the stage long 
after it had gone from the forum, but 
even the stage has virtually cast it off. 
The few remaining vestiges of it are to 
be found at colleges, camp meetings 
and political rallies, and these vestiges 
diminished every year. Mr. Bryan 
forever proven the inefficacy of 
oratory in modern politics. He an 
orator of unusual gifts, but when he 
runs for President he carries only those 
few corners of the country where he 
can’t get around to speak. 

The truth is that oratory 
fortunate gift.
